CODE OF CONDUCT 


Patshahi 12" ~ 
Ek-Om-Kar Satguru Parsad 
Satguru Ram Singh addresses from Bhaini Sahib to the entire Khalsa 
Community with greetings “Whah-i- Guru Ji Ka Khalsa Wah-i-Guru Ji Ki 
Fateh". 


This Rehatnama (Code of Conduct) has been written for the entire 
congregation from Bhaini. Before the break of dawn you should go out in 
the open fields for toilet, after taking off your clothes, cleaning-up your pot 
twice , cleaning your teeth before taking bath and reading baani and learning 
it by heart if not done earlier. All men and women must observe this. They 
should learn by heart the Shabad Hazaeay of Japuji Sahib and Jaap Sahib. 
Rehraas, Aarti and Kirtan Sohila must be learnt by heart and all should 
observe patience and endurance. They should remember the true Lord day 
and night. The other’s daughter or sister must be considered as your own. 
The guru has already written about other’s right as, Hag paraaya Nanaka Us 
Sooar Us Gaaye (to impinge into the rights of others is like pig or cow for 
Muslims and Hindus respectively). If someone does not perform bhajan 
after agreeing to do so, he will get a bad name in this world and elsewhere. 
Nobody should be uncourteous in verbal communication. You should try to 
forgive and build up tolerance against the disagreeable words spoken by 
others. You must try to forgive even if someone assaults you physically, for 
god is your protector. You should always try to conceal your goodness by 
not showing it off. You should arrange diwan and perform kirtan on a daily 


basis. In case you are to perform jagg ( community feeding) then observe 
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purity in the kitchen. the utensils should be fresh and unused, and enter the 
cooking area after washing your feet. Perform hawan as well. first clean the 
place then use wood of plah or ber as fuel wood and do not blow in the 
hawan with your mouth. Recite baani from the pothis (books) of chaupai, 
Jjapu, jaap, chandi chrittra, ; in the praise’ of God Almighty the sixth man” 
should add a hutis ( ingredients of hawan) while the seventh man’ should 
sprinkle water gently. Never allow any bad character to enter diwan at any 
place. If he is very bolshie’s then perform the prayer that this should not be 
able to come there. Further, I am very modest and you should yourself 
understand what I mean. Everybody should pray to God with folded hands 
so that our religion should remain intact on sustainable basis. And all should 
maintain hair of the under arms. While changing pyjama, care should be 
observed that first one foot should be in a pahuncha while the other being 
removed from the second foot. N ever hide misdeed of any one. Nobody 
should get money in lieu of a daughter and the girls should never be 
exchanged. Always remember the Guru. Shun the use of alcohol or meat and 
always keep fear of the Guru.
